Colby, who it is rumored, had been 
"looking for" the physn'cinn for somp time, 
called him out of the house. 

''Conic over here." he is alleged to have 
said, stnnding in the roadway. '*] want 
to speak to you," 

Bebee went. 

Just as he neared Colby, I he latter is al- 
leged to have drawn a revolver and fired 
point blank At the unarmed man twice. 

One bullet tore it* way through the phy- 
sician's leg and the other blazed n cavity 
in his client, 

The'paystcian was at once removed to 
his home in Mcllenry, where, he received 
care. He is considered- n reputable and 
-respected practiouer and it. is believed by 
McHenry people that Colby's charges are 
baseless and due to imagination, ' 

.It is even asserted that nt the thneoUbe 
affray, Colby itnd been drinking. 

It is known that be is a drinking man, 
according to the people of Mcllenry, 
and he may have been under the influence 
of alcohol at the time of ,Jhe tragedy.' 

Besides this, the farmer is said to be of 
a jealou* disposition and the specific charge 
on which he shot the physician is that ho 
had Insulted Mrs. Colby. 

Neighbors, however, say that there hns 
been bad bloqk between the two for some 
time, Colby alleging that lichee paid his 
wife undesired attentions.

Charles P. Sabin, a Pioneer Settler 
Wisconsin, Died here Friday Last 

On Sunday morning of lust week oc- 
curred the death of Charles ['. Sabin, filth"- 
er of D. IJ. and E. C. Sabin of tins place, 
at (he home of his sun Delbert in this vil- 
lage. Mr. Sabin had been In poor health 
for the past two yearn or more, nntl for the 
past few months had been confined to 
the home and most of that time was tin- 
aide to leave hi* bed and needed almost con- 
stant enro which was willingly and gladly 
given him by his sons and their families', 
It «as evident to those about him tjiuit his 
strength was slowly but steadily Nebbing 
a war and they could see him fail in it day 
by day until on Friday last the end came 
and he miiel|y passed away at the age of 
seventy-eight year? three' months nnd 
eighteen days. 

Charles P. Sabin was born at CWnoviu 
Madison coutily, K. Y. on the twenty* 
fourth day of December 1 In tliri year of 
I8H3, and came with his parents lo Salem 
Kenosha county in 18-15, ' when he was 
eight years oF cue. . He grew to manhood 
at that : place and there many years of bin 
life wf-rn spent. On the fifth day of Jan- 
uary 1802, when lie had reached the age 
of twenty-four years, he wns united in 
marriage to Miss A mam la ST. Bliss, a I no 
of Salem, and to this union live sons weru 
born. Morris E, Delbert B„ Ellis t}„ 
Harry S„ and Eugene J. On the twenty- 
first day of November 1854 death for the 
first time entered the hitherto unbroken 
family circle and removed therefrom the 
loving wife and mother. 

The following year, 183,'). Mr. Snbin 
with lila five sons, left the place which had 
for.™ many years been his hpuie nnd set- 
tled at Whitewntcr, Wis .his incentive for 
this move being better edncntionnl advan- 
tages for his now, nnd he was rewnrJed 
by the knowledge that each of lib sons 
stnrted out in life unhampered for the 
w.intof mi education, He remained nt 
Whitewater until the year ol 18M. when 
he came to tins pbvee where two of his 
sons were then located, and since then has 
made his home with his son, Delbert most 
otlhe time. 

In the curly part ot his life be was con- 
verted to the Cbrislan faith, ami has for 
many years been u member of the Method- 
ist church and lead an upright Christian 
life. 

About five years a\ta one of his Bans, 
Eugene, was called to- the land of rest. 

He leaves lo mount his toss four sons, 
Morris, of Washington. D; C. and Hurry 
8:" of Hnmelton, Ohio., and Kllis and 
Delbert of this place. . • 

The funeral wn* held nl the Methodist 
church on Sundar afternoon at 2:00 o'clock 
with Rev. F. R. MoNumer officiating, nnd 
was nttended by a Inrge concourse of 
friends.

The big suit ot Lafayett Sumlevnnt. at- 
torney for the etate of Wieconsin, in bs- 
liall of the people of Pleiunut Prairie vs.

By a stipulation' of the attorneys the case 
U being heard by the court and not by n 
jury. This matter it. of the utmost im- 
portance to the people of Pleasant Praifie 
nnd many of thtiii were in attendance at 
the hearing Saturday, None of the offici- 
al of the powder companies were present, 
but many of the practical mtm employed 
in the ninnufacture.of powder were there 
to testify. 

In the opening statement of the ease the 
attorneys %>r the people made no statement 
beyond what was contained in the com- 
plaint in the action in which it was stated 
that Ihere was large (quantities of dyna- 
mite and giant powder stored on the prem- 
ises owned by the company and that it wns 
stored in such quantities n» to menace the 
live of the people of tlie village. 

Mr. Cavannugh, attorney for the'Pow- 
der companies stated that he would show 
that there was positively no danger to the 
people of Pleasant Prairie from the storing 
of dynamite and that the companies own- 
ing th? plant had taken .every precaution 
td'elifn'inate' danger.-- H? slated -that -it 
was absolutely necessary for the company 
to store explosives on the premises in order 
for them to be utile to do buirne^s. He 
.declared that the company would admit 
that 8150,000 pounds of dynamite had 
k'en stored in the dynamite magazine at 
the plant but that it was being moved ns 
rapidly us possible. 

A former employe of the plant testified 
ns to the capacity of the different maga- 
zines r.nd the n mount of powder usually 
stored, stating that the greatest amount of 
blasting powder stored on the premises 
wns 2,225,000 pounds. He testified that 
on two occasions there had been prairie 
fires in which the buildings of the plant 
and at one time the people of the village 
hnd gone to the plnnt . to aid in fighting 
the fire. i 

WILL RAISE 

SALARIES Of 

TEACHERS 

The salaries of at least one hundred 
teachers in Waukegan and Lake. County 
will be raised if the bill now before the 
legislature becomes a law. 
" The bill which establishes the minimum 
monthly salary at ?40. wai passed by the 
house on Tuesday and bids fair to become 
an active measure. Under the terms of 
the bill ho- teacher in the state shall be 
paid less than 840 per mouth and for per- 
iods less than one month $2 per day must 
be paid. 

- According to County Superintendent T. 
A. Simpson about one third of the' two 
hundred teachrra in the county outside of 
Waukegan nro receiving loss than $-10 per 
month, soJhe bill if . passed,, will have a 
decided effect in this county. The teach- 
ers salaries range from SiiO to 845" per' 
month, with the greater piut near the 
810 mm k. 

Tiiere are nbout 150 schools in the county 
that is one room schools where one teacher 
is employed, and it is there where the sal- 
aries are leas than 840 a . month. In the 
other schools in the county, where there iB 
nnre thnti one room and more than one 
teacher the salary ranges above 840 per 
month. , 

About 5 of the 55 teachers employed in 
tlm city schools are below the/amount spec- 
ified in tlie house bill and substitutes' em- 
ployed generally -in periods of le?s than 
oneinonth receive 81 per day. 

The bill is modified after the Ohio law, 
which state has had a measure in force 
for some years. Other states have also 
followed the action of Ohio nnd raised the 
general standard of teacher's salaries.

The telegram simply stated 
that the .lasper deal bad gone through but 
it meant that n large (section of land hnd 
been purchased by A. T. Botlle, Jr., Mr. 
Homing's pnrtner, from a large wheat 
company there and that- all was in readi- 
ness for the opening up of the city which 
is planned by the two men. 

Jasper'is a wheiit loading stntion a few 
miles west of Meade, the county sent of 
Men tie county, Kansas, and is in the south- 
western part of the state. It is located in 
the artesian well district and the soil of, the 
country is extremely fertile. 

Mr. Horning and hia pnrtner owned con- 
siderable land in the neighborhood but 
were unnble to buy a large tract which they 
needed to stake out a town site. By ad- 
mitting to partnership a man named Paul 
E. Walker, who it' interested in the Okla- 
homa and' Canadian River railway, n new 
road there which is building a branch of 
the Rock Island, they' secured the coming 
of the railroad to Jasper and the erection 
of d fine depot. 

A large store, a coal nnd lumber busi- 
ness was also secured for tho new town and 
many people contracted to buy land when 
the site waa staked out 

The buying of the land now opens up the I 
way and everything will be.rushed through 
to completion.' Mr. Horning intends to 
take ii trip to Jasper about May -21, and 
will tnke with him several interested men.

Oar neighboring town . of Bristol fceems 
to be the bone of contention for whatever 
enterprise bends that way. A few weeks 
ago two milk companies- from Chicago 
were striving for the purchase of a plant 
nt that place, Kow two electric . railroad 
companies nre vieing with each 'other'' in 
securing the most suitable right of way 
through that olnce. The people of Bristol 
are beginning to sit up and take notice 
for it is quite evidant that their town is to 
be the battle ground for the' Chicago and 
Kenosha and the Chicago, Kenosha, Mil- 
waukee and Lake Geneva Railway com. 
panies, and on Tuesday of last week rep- 
resentatives of both the companies were at 
work in the town laying out 'a .right of 
way for a road west from Kenosha to the * 
lake regions.- The members of the party 
representing the Chicago, nnd Milwaukee 
road made the trip in automobiles looking 
over the property along the Geneva .rond 
from Kenosha, straight west to the limits 
of the county. 

There were no surveyors with the party, 
as the surveyors of the Chicago and Mil- 
waukee road had already made a ; trip 
through the territorv nod hove filed n re- 
port with the officials as to the moat advan- 
tageous root for a road between Kenosha 
nnd Lake Geneva. Lejs than half a mite 
sooth o£the place where the Frost people 
were making their investigationf, two 
gang* ■ of jmryqyors, jaid to, be in the em- 
ploy 'of the f'hicngp Kenosha, Milwaukee 
and Lake-Geneva' rond we»e at work, nnd 
they" were laying out the right of way 
through private property. 

Stakes are being set for a right of way 
it hundred feet in width and it- is evident 
that the company is planning to avoid the 
big bills nlong the Geneva road by build- 
ing a line to the south of the traveled road 
thus making' it possible for tbem to. find a 
more level stretch of territory and at the 
mime time gel a more direct line from Ke- 
nosha to the west. The line proposed by 
the surveyors of the Chicago and Milwnu- , 
kee road would stick close to the highways 
and it is evident that the company plans 
in get a right of way from the farmer!* at 
a very low rate. 

The coming of the two companies of 
surveyors hns stired up quite a little excite- 
ment among the people of the town and 
they seem to think that the coming of the 
electric line is a matter of the very near 
future. The right of way being , laid out 
by the Graver men seeme to be the most 
pleasing one to the family^pf Bristol as it 
will in no way interfere with the usea of 
the highways by the farmers and at the! 
same time it will touch nearly, all of the 
lake regions of the county. 

The promoters of this company have re- 
peatedly stated that it is their plan to build 
the line to the west just as soon ns they 
en n get the r igh I of way. 

Should the right of way now being se- 
lected be acceptable to the company it 
would do necessary to institute many act- 
ions for condemnation as many, of the 
farmers would object to the company tak- 
ing portions of their farms without proper 
payment.

Royal Baby Formally Presented by 
the Happy King — Congratula- 
tions from. All Ovor 
the World. 



Mn'tlrld.— Tha news that tlio direct 
main succession to the throne of 
Bpaln bad been assured by tho birth 
Friday of n son to Quoon Victoria 
sent a thrill of roJolclnK throughout 
tho country, and Friday night the 
happy event wna celebrated from one 
end of tho land to the other, 
Queen Victoria and tho child ara 
. both doing well. 

Tho hurried departuro of royal moa- 
Dongers from tho palace at ten o'clock 
In tho morning to summon the cour- 
tiers and tho members of tho diplo- 
matic corps pave the first Indication 
that the .birth -was Imminent. The 
usual gathering outside the pnlace 
courtyard was soon swelled by Im- 
mense throngs of tho oxclted popu- 
lace. 

'The crowd waited In suspense until 
nearly one o'clock, when the thunder- 
ing out of tho first cannon shot signi- 
fied that the roynl accouchmont was 
over. 

Soon after the royal salute tho flags 
of Spain and Great Britain worp 
raised over all the public buildings of 
Madrid. 

In the meanwhile the solemn cere- 
mony' of presentation was being car- 
ried out Inside the palace. The mis- 
tress of tho robes, carrying a huge sil- 
ver tray upon which was lying the 
newly born royal baby, nccompanlcd 
by King Alfonso and Premier Maura, 
appeared In the note-chamber whore 
the courtiers had assembled. 

The young monarch appeared full of 
joy as the premier, raising tho drapery 
which covered tho Infant on tho tray, 
aald: "Gentlemen, It Is a prince." 

Tho solemn dignitaries thereupon 
forgot all etiquette and cheered both 
the king and the queen heartily. The 
minister of Justice, Marquis Flgueroa,

DECREE ENTERED AT INDIANAP- 
OLIS AGAINST COMBINE. 




Price Agreements and' Blacklists, 
Threats and Other Means of En- 
forcing Are Prohibited, 

« 

Indianapolis, Ind. — The so-called 
"drug trust" was porpotually enjoin- 
ed Thursday from continuing ' Its 
operations by tho ontorlngtt.a decree 
In tho United States circuit court for 
the district of Indiana" on' (ho com- 
plaint of tho United States govern- 
"mont. The defendants, 92 In number, 
who aro members) officers, directors, 
agents and attorneys of the Nntlonal 
Association of Retail DrugglBts, the 
National Wholesale Druggists' asso- 
ciation, tripartite proprietors, "black- 
list manufacturers," "direct contract 
proprietors," "wholesale contract pro- 
prietors," and Charles C, Bombaugh, 
are perpetual ly enjoined from combin- 
ing and conspiring to restrain trade 
In drugs, fix prices by agrcomont, 
blacklist retailers who cut prices, or 
to refuse to sell to any retailer on 
equal terms. 

All publication of blacklists Is for- 
bidden and all contracts and agree- 
ments covered by tbo charges are de- 
clared void. Tho direct contract se- 
rial number plan Is prohibited as welt 
as the. securing of tho adoption of 
schedules for the sale of drugs. 

Tho "direct contract proprietors" 
are enjoined from continuing the di- 
rect contract Berlal plan and from co- 
operating with any of tho other de- 
fendants In carrying out such a plan. 
They are onjolnod from requiring any 
dealer from entering Into a contract 
restraining trade In the articles of 
their manufacture and 1 from placing 
serial numbers on the retail packages 
for the purposo of keeping records and 
tracing sales and from requiring tho 
vendco to keep records of and report 
snle by serial numbers. All acts 
tending to restrict tho freo purchase 
of the articles or their manufacture 
are forbidden. 

Tho same prohibitions aro ordorod 
against tho "wholesale contract pro- 
prietors" nnd they aro further en- 
joined from securing tho adoption of 
schedules for tho sale of the articles 
of their manufacture and of other ar- 
ticles In any markcL 

The decree entered Thursday was 
dictated by tho government attorneys 
and agreed to by tho defendants. With 
the catering of the decree tho litiga- 
tion came to an end with a complete 
victory for tho government.

According to these men, they wero 
severely beaten by the police after 
they had been taken under arrest to 
the Central station.

Meeslco City.— According to a dis- 
patch which was received from the 
city of Torrcon, Conhulla, at a late, 
hour Sunday, 90 Uvea wero lost In a 
fire which occurred In tho Cornethaa 
shaft of the Ternera group of mines In 
tho town of Volardena, state br Du* 
rango.

Santa Barbara, Cal.— While hurry- 
Ing northward over the coast lino of 
the Southern Pacific railroad Satur- 
day afternoon, homeward bound after 
a week of fraternizing and fiesta In 
Lo3 Angolcs, 145 Shrtners of Ismalla 
temple or Buffalo, and RnJah temple, 
of Rending, with their families and 
frlonds, were hurled Into tho midst of 
death. 

Their special train, running fjp miles 
an hour, struck a defective switch at 
Honda, a lonely stntlon on tho sand 
wastes of the Pacific beach, derailing 
the train, smashing the coaches Into 
flinders, killing 31 almost Instnntly 
and injuring more than a score 6f oth- 
ers. The bodies or 21 file in tho 
morgues of Santa Barbara and ten 
moro are at San Luis Obispo. 

Tho statement that tho train was 
making terrific speed when It struck 
tho defective track Is borne out by 
tho fact that It covered tho Gl miles 
of curves and crooked track between 
hero and Honda in exactly 100 min- 
utes. 

There was no warning of the Im- 
pending calamity. The special plunged 
upon tho defective switch, and In an 
Instant the big locomotive, baggage 
car, diner and Pullman were hurled 
together In a huge heap of wreckage. 
The engine shot forward on the 
broken track, tearing up the rails and 
ties and twisting tho Iron spans Into 
fish hooks. The baggago car halt 
burled Itself In the sand on the right 
side of the locomotive. 

The dining car in which were 32 
persons eating their' noonday meal, 
leaped Into tho air and was thrown 
directly on top of the demolished 
locomotive. Nearly every person in 
this coach was instantly killed. 
Scores were scalded by steam escap- 
ing from disconnected pipes la tho 
kitchen of the diner. 

The terror and turmoil of tho scene 
was Indescribable. Many of .those who 
escaped Instant death by the first Im- 
pact wero crushed by the rear coaches' 
hurled upon tbo wrecknge. Others, 
pinioned lu the debris, wore roasted 
alive. Tho wrecknge caught fire from 
the coals of the engine, but was ex- 
tinguished In a few minutes by the 
passengers who escaped Injury. 

Engineer Frank Chnmplaln was 
pitched with his cab 25 feet beyond 
the ongino and got up and ran three- 
quarters of a mile, seeking help, be- 
fore he discovered that his arm wbb 
broken and that , ho was severely 
scalded. A man standing behind his 
wife In tho baggage car' was hurled 
through a huge rent In tho roof nnd 
alighted In soft Band almost unin- 
jured. The woman wns forced 
through the floors and wreckers had 
to lift tons of baggage to get her body 
out / 

Thero wero countless deeds of cour- 
age and heroic self-abnegation. A, D. 
ilngcrmnh, of Reading, Pa., refused 
the aid of his brother nobles after 
they had dragged him, fatally hurt, 
from tho wreck. 

"I am dying," ho said, "go help the 
women." 

Sander Dcabnld, of Cleveland, 
worked heroically hut unavnlllngly to 
save tho lives of. two women pinioned 
beneath tho diner.- The flames had 
broken out amid the wreckage and 



wero burning all about the prostrate 
forms of women. Burrowing his way 
down Into tho smouldorlng, splintered 
wreck, Dcabnld, with a hose which ho 
had wrenched from a coach connec- 
tion, spouted water from an adjacent 
tank and extinguished tho flames. 
Then he reached down and, after cut- 
ting away tho broken timbers that 
hold her fnst, took Mrs. William W. 
Esslck, of Rending, from the ruins. 
She wns begging pltcously for relief 
when Dcabnld reached her. As ho lift- 
ed hor from tho wreckage a stream of 
boiling wntor poured over her. sear- 
ing hor body terribly. She expired 
n few minutes Intor nnd Denbald was 
forced back into the sleeper, unablo 
to longor endure tho harrowing Bights. 
Henry J. Fischer, or Clovclnnd, 0„ 
wont under protest with his 'wife. and 
daughter, Mlsa Cora Young nnd Mrs. 
John W. Cutlor, to tho baggage car. 
The thrco women wero killed and ho 
escaped almost unharmed from the 
wreck of the car. 

A. D. Wesson, of Buffalo, was eating 
at a corner table. He was within six 
Inches or tho hot water tanks. When 
tho rescuers nearcd him he yelled en- 
couragingly, Dragged from under tho 
range of tho scalding steam, ho mur- 
mured, "Thank God," and died. 

His wire and three-year-old baby 
wero with him oa the train and es- 
caped injury. 

Coroner Rulx began his Inquest Sun- 
day afternoon on tho bodies of the 
victims. Joel H, Prescott, of Buffalo, 
was the first witness. Ho testified 
that the train was running at a high 
rate of'speed at the tlmo of the acci- 
dent In answer to question of tho 
district attorney Prescott said that the 
relief train from Santa Barbara 
reached tho wreck shortly after five 
o'clock. The accident, occurred at 
2:35. Tho relief train started back at 
seven o'clock and did not reach Santa 
Barbara until 1:30 a. in., or six and' a 
half hours after leaving tho wreck, 
taking that long to covert a distance 
of 01 miles. The relief train was. held 
on' a siding about 14 miles north of 
Santa Barbara for. two hours with Its 
freight of dead. Prescott said ho ex- 
amined tho ground In tho vicinity of 
tbo switch nnd discovered that n 
point of n switch rail was broken off, 
evidently by the train. This caused 
tho train to leave tho track- An- ex- 
amlnntlon of the switch showed that, 
It was not closet).

One great stride toward liu man I tar Ian- 
Ism Is made by u measuro providing that 
the Insane now housed In county alms- 
houses stinll be plnccd In state Institu- 
tions , This hill docs not apply to tho 
Dunning Institutions, The failure to ap- 
propriate funds enough for tho board, of 
chtirltles. however, will forco that body 
to abandon many of Its plans to ameli- 
orate conditions at tint great charitable 
Institutions. One morltorlouu feature of 
the clinrltablo enactments Is the estab- 
lishment of a state surgical Institution 
for children, whero tho crippled nnd 
disabled under II years, whoso parents 
aro poor, .may bo treated nud nursed. 
Labor Reform. 

I- A HO It UK FORM MKABURI3S.— Labor 
- legislation was confined to threo meas- 
ures, although soven wuro fought for by 
the organlzad labor lobby, with the sup- 
port of tho administration. ThoSollItt bill 
.provides protection Tor structural Iron 
workers— tho sniegunrdlng o( riuorn and 
scaffolding— and It Is expected to lessen 
materially thu death -from- accident rate 
among tho worlcors on bridges and sky- 
scrapers. Tho rest of the labor legisla- 
tion Is not -highly Important. Ono bill 
raises the death liability for coal miners 
from S3,000 toflD,<09; tho other revises the 
slmt-urers* net. Tho hazardous mac hi n- 
erv bill was killed after a fierce right 
The bill changing the factory Inspection 
bureau Into n department, however, car- 
ries a clnuso that .will vnablo tho stato 
oUlchils to force employers to provide 
ventilated, snnltary and safe quarters for 
their employes. Tho dQuartmcnt Is em- 
powered to Inquire Into labor troubles. It 
Is authorized to Inspect workshops and 
bakeries, and Its force of Inspectors Is 
Increased. 

Railroad Bills Passed. 
RAILhOADS.-A two-cent fttro hill has 
been passed, but tho prD&pecl* nro that It 
will be knocked out by tlio courts on the 
ground that It Is conuscatory. Of the 
railroad reforms suggested In tho gov- 
ernor's mesaagn only one coes on the 
atatutQ book, it gives Jurisdiction over 
crossings to the railroad and warehouse 
commission. Tho others, the bills to 
prevent watering -of stocks and to pre- 
scrlbu a uniform system of accounts, 
wern swept from the calendar by the 
blanket motions to ctenr " tho decks for 
the last uuy's action. As for tho anti- 
pass bill, Ic was not even given serious 
cons! deration In committee 

HANKING LAWS.— Tho recommenda- 
tion In tho governor's message for a re- 
vision of the statutes so as to lessen the 
chances of more collapses like the Btcns- 
land failure was met by the legislators 
with tho passngo of a measure drafted 
by tho Illinois State Hankers' association. 
U knocks out tho "tlrnnmy" directors; 
prohibits loans to oulccrn of tbo bank 
except on the fiiiprovni of the directors; 
rIvo:i the depositors the right to petition 
for a receiver,, and empowers tho stato 
auditor >to suspend the business of tho 
bank pending application for receiver. 
Tho original bill suffered several amend- 
ments, but us It stands It Is considered 
a long step In tho right direction. 
Pure Food Regulation. 

PUKE FOOD,— After mnny vicissitudes 
In the house tho pure food bill as anally 
pa.isod contains all tho Important fea- 
tures of tho original measure recommend- 
ed by Gov. Dcneen. State o (Petals say It 
is an excellent supplement to tho federal 
statute, nnd that Its enactment will keep 
Illinois from becoming the "dumping 
ground of tlio nation." It onabtos the 
stata pure- food commissioner to set the 
standards of purity and strength; . pro- 
vide that groins shall bo colored only' 
under afuclil supervision, and that they 
snail bo tagged, nnd permits the sale of 
"blended' whiskies only • when the bot- 
tlo boars a conspicuous' label. Another 
bill gives tho live stock commission tho 
right to condemn diseased cattle, hogs, 
and all animals Intended for food which 
aro found to bo Infected with contagious 
or- Infectious dl»ou.-io. 

Health Powers Enlarged. 

HEALTH iIEASt;nES.-Tho . state 
board of health is given additional pow- 
ers to onforco quarantines against tho 
spread of contagious or Infectious dis- 
eases,, and is given an appropriation 
largo enough to put into operation somo 
of Its plans for. extending the work of 
tho laboratory, and for Increasing tho dis- 
tribution of anll-toxln. Nurses aro re- 
quired to 'be registered, ai bill - being 
passed for a state board to bo appointed 
bv the governor; 

COURT Pit ACT ICE. —Sweeping changes 
In practlcu and .procedure that will rid 
the courts ot much of their ancestral do-, 
brlH aro provided through several bllts,'- 
tho most Important of which was drafted 
by a practice commission, A now ne- 
gotiable Instrument, law Is also among 
this class of legislation. 

Lake to Gulf Water Way. 

DEEP WATER WAY AND DnATN- 
AOE,— Tho first step for a lake- to- ru If 
channel Is provided by a revenue bill 
that gives funds for building tho Evans- 
ton 'ttnd Calumet branches, thus giving 
enough flow In tho present drainage canal 
for Hh use by vuiftuln of deep draft.' It 
removes the. limit of 11*0,000,000 on tho 
bonded Indebtedness and Increases tho 
limit ot, taxation from one-half of one 
par cent, to ono per. coat.' The drainage 
district is not to be compelled to opur- 
ata moveable bridges over tho ditch for 
wn years In plnce of suvon. Tho bills 
providing for the extension of tho canal

News has been received at the "late de 
partment of the breaking off of diplomatic 
relations between Mexico and Gnutemala 
with mingted emotions. Of "course a war 
uny where ia officially regretted, and espec- 
ially in the case of war on this continent, 
the government stands ready to offer cood 
offices and any other sort of first aid to the 
injured that is available. But in the 
trouble between Mexico and Gautemala, 
Mexico seems to have all the best of the 
argument in the point of equality and she 
Is coming to the front as a power in the 
affairs of the western hemisphere, bo that 
it is possible this sovernment will watch her 
disciplining her small southern neighbor 
with more or less satisfaction. Mexico has 
developed rapidly and well in the last de- 
cade. There . ia an immense amount of 
American capital invested in the country 
und she has very largely ; lived down her 
former reputation for. political brain-storm. 
Her development .can be watched by this 
country with satisfaction and without envy, 
and if she proves her ability and willing- 
ness to spank soma of the turbulent little 
republics near her when they need it, there 
will be a large part of the White Mans' 
Burden lifted off the shoulders ef this gov- 
ernment. 



The government is looking for from 500 
to 1,000 hardy, industrious farmers to ac- 
cept farms 00 a rather novel plan for little 
or noth ing . There are strong efforts bei ng 
made by the government now to settle up 
irrigable west. The call for volunteer 
farmers is part of this campaign. There 
is about 75,000 acres of land, good farming 
land, much of it already under ditch and 
more being put thereon the Uintah In- 
dian reservation, This is the reservation 
from which a war party of L T tes recently 
broke away and went on a spree tbrough 
Wyoming and South Dakota. The Indians 
do not want the land and will not farm it, 
so the government is willing to rent it out 
to American farmers at 25 cents per acre 
per year with the privilege of buying it in 
fee simple when the Indians to whom it 
has been allotted die off. The land is at a 
fine altitude, 5,000 feet, with a fertile soil 
and even climate. AH temperate zone 
crops do well there and there is an excel- 
lent maiket for everything thnt can be 
raised at good prices. It offers a rather 
exceptional opportunity for farmers who 
want to start their boys off in a fine local- 
ity at little expense. Details of the plans 
for apportioning the farms can be had on 
application from the commissioner of In- 
dian affairs at Washington.

UisKrtidtlie Milk Products Co. of dry, 
111., has gone into the hands of 11 receiver 
mortgage of $'27,000 was filed ngtiinit 
com puny at tlieoffieeof the county clerk at 
Woodstock recently.

The*. McCabe of Waucondn met witb

on the barrel of the loaded shot gnn. In 
some manner the gun was discharged, the 
entire charire passing throoch bis airm. 
IJe was immed lately hurried to a physi- 
cian who dressed the wound. Although 
the accident is not a serious one it is very 
painful, hut Mr. McCabe is congratulating 
himself that it is no worse. 

Vnndnls have been doing malicious 
mischief on the fair grounds this spring. 
Some time ago a number of trees were 
purchased and set out at a considerable 
expense to the management, with a view 
of beautifying the grounds. A few days 
ago it was discovered that some person or 
persons have broken the limbs from a num- 
ber of the trees. The branches were not 
completely stripped from the trees bnt 
were broken and twisted and tied .in knots 
then with thongs to the body of tbe trees, 
thus showing that the mischief was inten- 
tional and not tbe work of animals or 
children, The authorities will prosecute 
to the fullest extent of the law if the cul- 
prit* are captured. 

One of the sew cases of a person being 
declared legally dead „ happened at Aurora 
when Sigmund Waldner was so declared 
last fall by Judge William a and the insur- 
ance of 11,000 carried by Waldner in the 
Modern Woodmen was paid on Thursday 
last to the widow. On the 10th of June 
1S09, Waldner, who lived on a farm, was 
found sleeping on n couch by his family 
when tbey returned in the evening from 
a Sunday visit. They" retired without dis- 
turbing him, and in tbe morning he bad 
disappeared. The neighboring country 
was searched and the police of the nearby 
cities notified, but no trace of him was ever 
found, Lust September the Judge declared 
him legally dead, the legal period of seven 
years having elapsed, and the insurance 
policy bad been kept up by Mrs, Waldner 
was paid by the Woodmen. 

An exchange says: Every family should 
bave a curfew which should positively 
"ring tonight" and every night if needed, 
These curfew* are inexpensive, and can be 
home made.

We are decidedly of the opinion that 
were this advice followed for awhile there 
would be very tittle need of Juvenile courts.

©ARE IN WASHhi 
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At* Tee Often Considered *■ of 
Importance. 

Wtf all know tho ordinary lanndrel ^ 
avv»t *\vnu«ry" way ot washing slock- 
tu^*, lining tho rinsing water left after 
the whltp i'lotht'B, which gives them a 
watlng ot white lint, both hoar)' and 
dUwputable. Theso things ought not 
M to be. 

The first essential In washing stock- 
togs Is lo have nn absolutely clear, 
eWan *oap eoIuIIqu in tepid water, 
Shake tho stockings to remove all tho 
dutt pojujlble, put In right sldo out, 
tub well, turn and rub on tho wrong 
lid*. It tho color is at nil dolicnte, rub 
the feet first, then tho Jogs, so as not 
to leave long In tho water. Hlnse 
thnttrnghly, wring dry and hang from 
tho tops ot tho Btocklngs, so that If 
tho water settles, leading a Uttlo dls- f 
coloration, it will be in tho toe Instead 
ot the leg. 

Tho black stockings now aro usually 
fast If the colored stockings show 
signs ot running or fading, they may 
bo set with alum or salt, remcmbcrlnn, 
however, that alum sets dirt as well 
as color. 

Silk stockings should bo washed 
and rinsed In lukewnrm water and 
wrung between towels. Iron otockln gs 
from tho too, following up to the heal, 
then fold the leg with the seam In tho 
middle, leaving tho foot uncrossed. 

TO BROlt A STEAK. % 

Only Way If One Would Retain Deli- 
cate Flavor, 

Few housewives understand tho art 
ot broiling and consequently chops 
and steaks are often robbed of their 
delicate flavor by frying In a pan. 

A stoak or chop properly broiled 
should havo. a thin, weli-browned 
crust Beyond this crust tho meat 
should bo red ond juicy, hardly a 
shade less done In tho mlddlo than 
near the surface. 

It tho broiling bo dono on a range, 
havo tho Arc very bright and clear. 
Open every draft that smoko and 
flame may bo drawn up tho chimney. 
Placo tho pleco of meat In tho double 
broiler and hold It as near tho coals 
os possible until the surface Is brewo, 
turning frequently. It will take three 
or four minutes for this. Now raise 
the boiler several inches above the 
bed of coals and continue the cook- 
ing until the meat Is done. 

The boiler must be turned often. 
A good rule is to count ten slowly, 
then turn tho broiler. A steak or 
chop cut a little more than an inch 
thick will cook nicely In ten minutes. 
If Kkcd well done it should be cook- 
ed for 12 minutes. 



Stewed Rhubarb. 
Stewed rhubarb for breakfast or 
luncheon must not fail when it is tho 
cheapest and best thing of the vege- 
table world on the market Crat up 
tho rhubarb, pour boiling water over 
it and then drain In a colander and 
cool. Pack the pieces tightly • in 
quart cans; fill tho cans to overflow- 
ing with water thnt has been boiled, 
strained and cooled in ice. ' Seal 
quickly when tho can Is overflowing 
and tighten with the can wrench. In- 
vert and put immediately in a cool, 
dry place. When opened for winter, 
use, drain oft all tho water and let 
the fruit stand la fresh cold water 
halt an hour. This Is by far tho 
best manner ot preserving this fruit 
for Vinter pies or where it is ' used 
llko the fresh variety. Strawberries, 
cherics (not pitted) and red currants 
nro canned In this way, but tho other 
methods aro better. The fruit Is not 
scalded first 



New In Blanc-Mange, 
Let tis nover forget iho good, old- 
fashioned hlanc-mange, It is sald'tbat 
Irish moss is coming In stylo. It Is a 
delicious dessert for Invalids. Stir one 
tablcspoonful of cornstarch, wet with 
two tablespoonfuls of cold mlJIvJnt^ 
one-half cupful ot scaldcdrirfllk sea-" 
Boned with a little salt 'and BUgar; 
cook In double boiler until it stiffens; 
then fold in tho stiffly beaten white ot 
ono egg, one teaspoonful vanilla ex- 
tract and pour Into crystal or dainty 
china cups; set oa Ice to become 
chilled. When serving, place on the 
top of each a marschlno or French 
candled cherry, surrounded with an- 
other one cut into sections to repre- 
sent petal? of a flower, if preferred, 
tho blanc-mangc can bo unmolded onto 
a saucer and surrounded with plain 
cream. 



Cheap Raised Cake. 
Into a pint ot lukewarm v sweot milk 
put a cup of Bugar, a woll-boiitoa egg, 
a tablcspoouful ot butter, half a dbien 
cardamom seeds' which havo been 
pounded fine, n little salt, half a yeast 
cuko which has been dissolved In a 
little warm water, and flour enough to 
make a moderately stiff batter, ' Let 
this rlso ovor night, and In the morn- 
ing work It tho Bamo as bread, put It 
In breadpans, let it rlso a Bhort tlmo 
In the pan, and bake In a medium 
oven. This will make a deep loaf and 
Bhould bo cut In slices. It Is also 'de- 
licious for sandwiches, when spread 
with some of the fancy cheesos- which 
have been rando smooth with milk. 

"Ironing or Flannels. 

After drying, tho flannels may bo 
finished by folding evenly, or, If pre- 
ferred, by Ironing with cool iron. 

This without doubt gives thorn a 
much better appearance. But as the 
warmth of flannel depends to a -great 
oxtoot on Its soft, wooly surface It Is 
a pity to deprivo It of this by ironing, 
especially in tho case of, garments that 
aro worn as underwear* ",* 

Ironing presses tho soft fibres Into 
tho material, malting - It Iobb comfort- 
able. Thoy should Instead bo won 
shaken and pulled into good order, 
tolded evenly, alced and put away. -
